A sensational development emerged 
tonight from another amazing day in 
Geneva’s amazing tripartite naval 
éonference—for by mutual agreement 
the plenary session arranged for to- 
morrow, which most delegates believed 
would sound the’ dirge of the confer- 
ence, has been postponed until either 
Wednesday or Thursday.

morning. No one was injured, al- 
though police estimate damages at

properly, was found under the front 
of the house. The first bomb was 


planted in the basement near the rear 
of the house, and completely demolish- 
ed that section of the Maxwell home, 
boring a hole 15 feet in diameter and 
several feet deep in the rear yard, 

' Maxwell and his wife, the only oc- 


cupants of the house at the time of 
the explosion, were asleep in the front 


bedroom of the second floor and ee- 
caped injury. Had the second bomb 
exploded the~ probably would have 
been killed. 

The home of Albert Thomas, next 
to the Maxwell home, was badly dam- 
aged but Thomas, his wife, and two 
children, who were asleep, escaped 
injury. Window frames were blown 
out of other houses, windows were 
shattered and furniture in several 
ruined,

THE BOLL WEEVIL MENACE. 


From a number of sections in 
Georgia come reports of boll weevil 
emergence in great quantities. 

The situation in some sections is 
more serious than it has been in a 
number of years. 

It is surprisingly true that a large 
number of farmers are not prepared 
fcr the fight. 

Now is the time for the greatest 
damage to be done, and those farm- 
ers who are prepared, and who have 
weevils, should begin the spraying 
with calcium arsenate and begin in- 
tensive cultivation. 


Those who have not the arsenate 
Should provide ‘themselves with 
what is necessary at once. 


In the meantime, the board of 
entomology should be consulted, 
and the advice and suggestions of 
the board followed. 


Growing crops are fine. Cotton 
is fine. It would be little short of a 
calamity to have any appreciable 
part of the potential production cut 
down now by the weevils. 

But it is up to the individual! 
farmer. It is his problem, and it 


cannot be solved by indifference, or, 


by merely thinking about it.

WHOLE MILK GAIN 
OF FOUR B/iLLION 
POUNDS REPORTED 


(By er Wire to The Constitution and 
The Chicago Tribune.) 

Washington, July 31.—Estimates 
made public by the department of ag- 
riculture togay disclose that the quan- 
tity of whole milk produced in the 
United States last year increased four 
billion pounds over 1925. Most of the 
increase -‘as consumed as fluid milk 
in households, or in the manufacture 
of butter and ice cream. 

The department places the quantity 
of whole milk used in 1926 as 120,- 
766,487,000 pounds, compared with 
116,505, 395,000 pounds in 1925. The 
quantity of this production used in 
the manufacturing of creamery butter 
and 30,487,086,000 pounds of milk, 
compared with '28,592,046,000 pounds 
the preceding year, condensed and 
evaporated milk 4,333,760,000 pounds, 
compared with 4,394,645,000 pounds 
and ice cream 4,464,144,000 pounds, 
compared with 4.437,524,000 pounds. 

The quantity of milk used for house- 
hold purposes is estimated at 56,417,- 
000,000 pounds, compared with 54,- 
325,776,000 pounds in 1925,

“As the Bible tells us there is no 
variableness, neither shadow of turn- 
ing in God, who is the same yester- 
day; today and forever, it remains 
an indisputable fact that’ the Sab- 
bath of creation is the real Sabbath 


of today.” 

With these words Evangelist B. H. 
Shaw endeavored to make cleir in hjs 
lecture at the tent at Faith and More- 
land, East Atlanta, last night, that 
Christ as the creator made only one 
Sabbath and recognized it when here 
on earth. | 

“Not only did Christ make the Sab- 
bath but He also was Lord of the 
Sabbath (see Mark 2:28). Instituted 
2,500 years before there ever was a 
Jew, it is not for the Jews only, for 
any one people or for any brief period 
of time,” he continued. “It had no 
connection with the types and ordi- 
nances that were to serve to the time 
of the crucifixion and then .cease to 
be. It came into existence not be- 
cause of sin and as a part of the plan 
of salvation; it was instituted before 
man fell. The fact that it was made 
in the beginning, before separate na- 
tions were formed, forbids that it 
should belong to any one race, nation 
or epoch, more than to another. Then, 
as now, it constituted a part of ‘the 
eternal moral law, the tranggreséion 
of which is sin.

John F. O’Connell and Peter Hein, 
former tellers of the South Side Trust 
and Savings bank, were indicted a 
year ago on charges of having embez- 
zlied $132,000 from the bank. They 
confessed they had lost the greater 
part of this money to Hunt and Mor- 
gan, betting on horse races. 

Hunt and Morgan were arrested to- 
day on bench warrants issued by Fed- 
eral Judge Wham. Hunt posted a 
$10,000 bond, but Morgan was unable 
to raise the mopey and went to jail. 

“These men must have had guilty 
knowledge of the source at which 
O’Connell and Hein got their money,” 
insisted Agistant United States Dis- 
trict Atotrney Hess, who secured the 
indictments, “These tellers lost $40.- 

to the bookmakers on one occasion 
alone.” 

Hunt and Morgan are named on 24 
counts in the indictment, each count 
reciting an occasion on which it is 
alleged the tellers’ visted: Hunt’s gam-. 
blng resort to bet money stolen from 
the bank.
